REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES FOR GOVERNOR 


Gov. Charles . Deneen, Chicago. 
Speaker Edward D. Shurtleff, Marengo. 
Judge Willard M. McEwen, Chicago. 


With three candidates now in the contest 
for the republican nomination for governor, 
the Chicago organization, which is admitted 
to have practical control of the situation, is 
maintaining and will maintain its position of 
neutrality. 

The reason for this is that Chicago repub- 
licans opposed to the governor believe that 
he will stand or fal! with the primary law. 

In the October term the Supreme court 
wis give its long delayed decision on the law. 
Mayor Busse and his friends in the city ad- 


defeated if the act be upheld. They also be- 
eve that he cannot be renominated if it be 
declared unconstitutional. 7 
Until October republican politics in Chicago 
will remain unagitated. All manner of agita- 
tion is likely to be started immediately fol- 
lowing an adverse decision from the court. 


Dunn Has Deciding Voice. 

Politicians are convinced of the reliability 
of a report to the effect that three mem- 
ters of the court reached a decision adverse 
te the law several months ago; that three 
members have decided it to be constitutional, 
and that the fate of the act rests with the 
newly elected member, Judge Dunn, who was 
chosen to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Judge Wilkia of Danville. 

If the court reaches its decision and nani 
it down in the October term, as expected, the 
legislature will be in session when the opinion 
comes. Within twenty-four hours of the 
court. action, if it be adverse, the governor 
will send a special message to the legisla- 
ture calling attention .to the fact that a 
second attempt at primary legislation has 
been a failure, and will ask that a direct plu- 
rality primary act be passed. 

If the iegislature refuses to do so and ad- 
journs, the governor will call a special ses- 
sion, If the legislature still refuses to pass 
the act the governor's opponents believe that 
the refusal will defeat him. 

It the law be upheld Deneen’s Chicago op- 
ponents believe that it will renominate and 
reblect him. They are firmly convinced that 
the Supreme court has the making or unmak- 
ing of a governor, and consequently are hold- 
ing fast until they learn the fate of the pri- 
mary act. 

Shurtleff Takes Bold Stand. 

Speaker Shurtleff made his formal entrance 
into the race yesterday and in doing so either 
hit upon a live state issue or made 4 monu- 
mental error. He is not in the habit of mak- 
ing political mistakes and probably has 
weighed the disadvantages of his course with 
the advantages and has decided that the lat- 
ter are sufficiently predominant. to justify 
him.

Auburn, N. T., July 27.—[{Special.}—The 
steamer Frontenac was burned and beached 
opposite Farley's point on Lake Cayuga to- 
day, and nine women and children are known 
to have been drowned.

The panic and cowardice of many of the 
men passengers was in striking contrast to 
the coolness and bravery of the crew.

Fire Starts in Midlake.

Life preservers were put on every one that 
could be found in the brief time.

The boat was beached at Far- 
ley’s point, where are a number of summer 
cottages. It ie thought the women and 
children became panic stricken and either 
jumped into the water as the boat neared 
the shore or were forced overboard in the 
rush to get into the boats that put off.

H. Magill, the Clinton banker, accused of the 
murder of his first wife, Mrs. Pet Magill, by 
poison, May 80, arrived in St. Louis at 7:10 
o’clock tonight with his girl bride of three 
weeks, Faye Graham Magill, also charged 
with complicity in the crime. They will 
reach Clinton, if all goes well, between 2 and 
3 in the morning. 

The prisoners alighted from a Missouri 
Pacific sleeper under the guard of the big 
sheriff of Hewitt county, Harve Campbell, 
and his wife. They registered at the Term- 
inal hotel, had supper, and took the “ Dia- 
mond special ’’ on the Illinois Central to Clin- 
ton. 


Guarded in a Special Car. 

When the train left for Clinton it became 
apparent that no one was to be allowed to ap- 
proach the Magill party. A special] car had 
been chartered by members of a secret so- 
ciety to which Magill belongs. The Magills, 
with the sheriff and his wife and Attorney 


‘Lemon, were the only occupants of this car. 


A member of the secret society guarded each 
door and would let no one enter. Even the 
trainmen were omy admittance. 

The doorways Were plastered with paper to 
prevent the curious peering in. The Magilis 
did not retire on the ride to Clinton. They 
discussed the case with Mr. Lemon. The 
lawyer for the accused couple was induced to 
make a statement for them. 


Lawyer Says They Are Guiltless. 

In an authorized and signed interview he 
said: “Mr. and Mrs. Magill feel keenly 
the disgrace and humiliation incident to the 
charge made against them. They are not 
guilty. This is no mere formal statement 
I know what the proof will show.

“The law views with distrust the. testi- 
mony of an accomplice on account of the mo- 
tive he may have for laying the responsibility 
of his crime upon another when by so doing 
he may secure immunity for his own par- 
ticipation in the crime charged. For this 
reason the law exacts such corroboration, 
and although the jury may believe that the 
testimony of an accomplice is true, still the 
jury could not convict the defendant upon 
such testimony unless they further find that 


the testimony of the accomplice is corrobor- 


ated by other and independent evidence. 

“This corroborating evidence need not be 
sufficient of itself to establish the guilt of the 
defendant, but it must tend in some degree 
to implicate and connect the defendant with 
the commission of the crime charged. 


Urges Teen Discrimination. 

“In order to ascertain whether or not the 
testimony of the accomplice is corroborated, 
as the law prevides it must be before a con- 
viction would be warranted, you should elim- 
inate from the case the evidence of the ac- 
complice and examine the evidence of the 
other witnesses with the view to ascertaining 
if there be evidence tending to connect the 
defendant with the offense. If there is the 
accomplice is corroborated; if there is no in-

In this case the state relies upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence to establish the con- 
nection of the defendant with the conspiracy 
sought to be proven by. thé evidence taken 
in connection with the direct timony of 
the accomplice, Harry Orchard. 

In order to justify an inference of legal 
guilt from circumstantial evidence, the ex- 
istence of the inculpatory facts must be 
absolutely incompatible with the innocence 
of the accused upon any rational theory and 
incapable of explanation upon any reason- 
able hypothesis other. than that of his guilt.

TRIAL. END OF LONG WARFARE. 


Culmination of Bitter and Bloody Labor 
Battle Reached in Case Against 
Haywood. a 


Frank Steunenberg, formerly governor of 
Idaho, was blown to pieces by a bomb as he 
was entering the gateway to his home in 
Caldwell, Idaho, on the night of Dec. 30, 1905. 
The direct charge against William D. Hay- 
wood, secretary-treasurer of the Western 
Federation of Miners, whose case after a 


‘hearing of nearly three months went to the 


jury in Boise yesterday, was the murder of 
Steunenberg. 


. The case against Haywood was prosecuted 
by the state of Maho on the ground that, with 


Charles H. Moyer, president of the Western 
Federation of Miners, and George A. Petti- 


ef Steunenberg. Moyer and Pettibone were 


The actual 8 of Steunenberg 
was perpetrated, according to his own con- 
‘fession, by Harry Orchard. Upon his con- 
fession ‘and evidence in the trial the case 
against Haywood was built up by the prose- 
cution. Orchard in his confession declared 
that he had been hired by the officers of 
the miners’ federation to kill Steunenberg, 
and that it was as their agent he had com- 
mitted the crime. Under the laws of Idaho 
an accessory to murder is considered in the 
game light as the actual murderer. 

The assassination of Frank Steunenberg 
was the sequel andclimax toa bitter struggle 
that had been waged for fifteen years before 
his death between the mine owners and the 
mine workers organized in the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners. Thig warfare, carried on 
throughout the mining regions of Colorado 
and Idaho, ha dbeen marked at intervals by 
startling instances of riot, disorder, depre- 
dation, and murder. 


Steunenberg’s Part in Labor War. 


The long struggle was passing through its 
bitterest epoch when Frank Steunenberg 
was elected governor of Idaho by the demo- 
crats in 1806. At the time of his election 
Steunenberg was a young man, popular and 
without enemies.. Almost:immediately upon 
taking offite Steunenberg was called upon 
to cope with the reign of terror which had 
been created throughout Idaho by the strug- 
gie between the mine owners and thé miners, 
‘chiefly in the Cceur d’Alénes district. One 
of the first big instances of disorder in his 
administration was the attack a train- 
load of armed and masked miners on the mills 
of the Bunker Hill and Sullivan minesiat 
Wardner, in which the mills were dyna- 
mite@ and two men murdeed: Following 
this the disorders increased. The terrorizing 
of nonunion men, murders, kidnaping, riot- 
ing, and general disorder brought upon the 
district a state bordering upon open anarchy. 

Finally, under the repeated urging of the 
mine owners, property holders and all the 
better element of the state, the governor 
sanctioned the dispatch of troops to the 
Coeur @Alénes district and proclaimed a 
martial law over the area most affected by 
the disorders. At once the soldiers and strik- 
ing miners began to wage a sort of guerrilla 
warfare, which culminated in the establish- 
ment of a bull pen,” in which the most 
dangerous of the disturbers were herded like 
cattle. 

At one time there were 800 men in the pen, 
and, as these men were white and the sol- 
diers who had been sent to quell the dis- 
turbance were .negroes, the bitterness of 
the striking miners became more intense and 
was fed constantly by stories of the indig- 
nities to which the men in the bull pen” 
were subjected. 


Earned Enmity of Miners. 


The drastic measures employed resulted 
in a victory for the mine owners, and the min- 
ers were forced to admit defeat. Nonunion 
men were shipped into the country from the 
lead mines in Missouri and put at work. The 
climax came when a permit system was in- 
stalled, under which any miner who had ever 
been objectionable to the owners could not 
secure work. 

Gov. Steunenberg was blamed by the min- 
ers for this condition. Anathemas and 
threats were hurled at him at all the miners 
meetings, and he was frequently warned by 
his friends that his life was in danger. But 
the governor, who was of an absolutely fear- 
less nature, and who felt that his actions had 
deen for the best, only laughed at the sus-

As he 
stopped to pick them up he attached the 
wires that were to explode the bomb. Then 
he was seen to walk hurriedly to the hotel 
where he had been staying. He reached it 
just a moment before the explosion. 

In his room at the hotel when he was ar- 
rested were found chemicals and other ma- 
terial used inthe making of bombs, sufficient 
proof to connect him directly with the crime. 
Shortly after the arrest of Orchard Stevhen 
Adams, who was with him for some ti be- 
fore the murder in Caldwell, wae arfesited. 
and charged with complicity in the crime. 


Orchard’s Avowai of Crime. 
No sooner had the murder of Steuenberg 
and the arrest of Orchard been flashed 


through the state than attorneys were rush- 


ing on their way to Caldwell to defend Or- 
These attorneys it was found later 
had been supplied the Western Federation 
of Miners. 

It transpired quickly that both Orchard and 
Adams were active members of the Western 
Federation of Miners, and immediately the 
state authorities became convinced that the 
murder of Steunenderg, even so long after 
he had ceased to be a factor/in politica or 
labor wars, was the direct outcome of the 
enmity he had earned as governor during 
the bull pen” period, and that responsi- 
‘bility for it might be traced to the headquar- 
ters of the miners’ federation. 


Acting upon this theory, Detective James 


McPartland, the Pinkerton detective who 
years before had been instrumental in break- 
ing up the notorious Molly Maguire gang i» 
Pennsylvania, took up the case. McPart- 
land saw Orchard and Adams in their cells 
and came to the conclusion that it might not 
be difficult to obtain a confession from one 
or the other. 

His surmise was correct. After weeks of 
solitary confinement with silent attendants 
Orchard announced that he was ready to 
talk. His decision was probably hastened 
by the mass of incriminating evidence Mo- 
Partland had succeeded in piling up against 
him and which allowed, so far as Orchard 
was concerned, no possibility of escape. 


Miners’ Union Officials Accused. 

Orchard at the request of McPartland put 
his confession in writing. It took him five 
Gays to finish it, for ft covered a career of 
seven years’ crime, including the avowal 
of no lees than thirty murders and practically 
every other crime in the calendar. The con- 
fession admitted the murder of Stuenenberg 
and realized the suspicions of the Idaho au- 
thorities by declaring that the murder had 
been planned and ordered by the officials 
of the Western Federation of Miners. 

Soon after he learned that Orchard had 
confessed Steve Adams evinced a desire to 
make a similar clean breast of all hie crimes 
as a member of the Western Federation. 
This confession, it has been alleged, was also 
secured by Detective McPartland, but it 
never has been published. After confessing 
Adams decided that he would stand by the 
federation. It was expected by the state to 
use him as a witness in the investigation and 
trials that were to follow, but Adams re- 
tracted his confession, thus prohibiting its 
use by the state. ™ 

Orchard in his confession laid bare the 
history, methods, and crimes of what he de- 
scribed as the inner circle of the Western 
Federation of Miners. He accused this 
“inner circle” of nearly all the murders, 
explosions, and depredations which had com- 


_pined to make the reign of terror in the 


Cour & Alénes district. 
Murder Agent’s Story. 

According to his confession, Orchard was 
the principal assassin~in the pay of the 
Western Federation of Miners, hired to get, 
rid of objectionable persons. He planned 
many times, he confessed, to assassinate 
Gov. Peabody of Colorado, but, as he says 
in his confession: I could have got Gov. 
Peabody time and time again if I had not 
been afraid of blowing up those Peabody 
girls.” 

In one place he described how he delib- 
erately folled a plan on the part of the fed- 
eration to destroy a whole trainload of in- 
nocent people. There was a military ball 
at Victor, Colo., Nov. 14, 1908, in the midst 
of the mining trouble in this district. The 
military was in control, and the miners ob- 
jected to the martial law. A train on the 
Florence and Cripple Creek railroad took 
over to Victor from Cripple Creek 218 per- 
sons. Knowing that this train was to re- 
turn at 2 o’cloéck in the morning, Orchard. 
according to hie confession, was ordered 
by Secretary Haywood of the federation 
to wreck the train on a dangerous curve. 
The motive for this crime was to put the 
fear of God into the hearts of the people.“ 
The attempt to wreck the train was made: 
spikes were pulled from a rail on a curve 
of a 300 foot embankment.

the time of the explosion. He induced a 
saloonkeeper named Neville to burn down 
his saloon, get the insurance money, and 
then to travel north through the mountains. 
On the first night out Orchard pretended 
to have forgotten his gun, and rode back 
in the night with the ostensible purpose of 
getting it. At that time he laid the mine 
which tore thirteen men limb from limb and 
crippled six more for life. He pulled the 
wire a moment too soon or he would have 
killed a hundred. Neville, when he learned 
of the crime, suspected Orchard of it. He 
later, Orchard said, got hush. money from 
the federation, and, going to Goldfield, Nev., 
died mysteriously a year later of poison. 

Orchard's confession went in detail into 
several attempts he made on the life of Gov. 
Peabody of Colorado and on the Hves of 
Judges Gabbert and Goddard of the Colorado 
Supreme court. 

In one instance, according to the confes- 
sion, Orchard had planted a bomb just out- 
side the gate before Judge Goddard's house, 
buried six inches below the surface, on the: 
outside of the gate post, covered with a piece 
of sacking, and attached to a fine wire con- 
nected with a small bottle of acid, which lay 
above a hegp of potash and sugar, deftly 
placed over the explosive. The little wire 
| ftom the bomb came just above the surface 
and a fishhook was fastened to the end of it. 
A screw eye was driven into the 
piece ‘of iron wire was attached to it. When 
the two wires were connected the slightest 
opening of the gate would explode the bomb. 

But Judge Goddard, said Orchard, con- 
stantly failed to come when he was expected, 
and the job was forced to wait until 
Orchard should finish some other work he 
had on hand. 


“Inner Ring” Blamed for All. 

In all of the crimes and attempted crimes to 
which he confessed, Orchard reiterated in 
this extraordinary document that he was act- 
ing for the inner ring” of the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

As soon as he had theconfession, signed and 
witnesged, in his possession, Detective Mo- 
Partland called a conference of Judge Gab- 
bert, Judge Goddard, Gen. Bulkeley Wells of 
Colorado, and State's Attorney J. W. Hawley, 
representing the governor of Idaho. To these 
men he read the confession as Orchard had 
written it, 

Judge Goddard, who had never suspected 
the attempts made upon his life, wag in- 
credulous when the reading of the confession 
reached that part describing the attempts 
made on his life. He left the conference and 
went to his house, returning in an hour to 
say that he had found the bomb exactly as 
Orchard had described. 

When the document had been read through 
the entire party went to Judge Goddard's 
house and watched while Gen. Bulkeley Wells 
carefully unearthed and removed the mine. 

With Orchard’s confesgion as a working 
basis, the authorities of Colorado and Idaho 
decided upon the arrest of Moyer, Haywood, 
and Pettibone, the three officials of the min- 
ers union he had implicated directly as being 
the ringleaders in all the murder conspiracies 
to which he had confessed. 


The Arrests in Denver. 

Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone were in 
Colorado. Before the actual arrests were 
made Gov. McDonald of Colorado had 
granted requisition papers to the authorities 
of Idaho. On the night of Feb. 19, a month 
following the murder of Steunenberg, Moyer 
was arrested as he was leaving Denver on a 
Union Pacific train. Within an hour Hay- 
wood and Pettibone were also under arrest. 
Then secretly and on a special] train they 
were hurried into Idaho and lodged in jail. 
They were in Idaho and in jail before the 
actual newe of their arrest had spread. 

The methods of arresting Moyer, Hay- 
wood, and Pettibone raised a storm at the 
time. The Western Federation of Miners 
and other labor organizations denounced it 
as kidneping, and the most strenuous efforts 
were made to secure the release of the pris- 
soners, but without success. 1 

From the moment of the arrests the most 

powerful machinery that influence and money 
could set in motion was brought to bear in 
the gathering of evidence to defend and con- 
vict. The state of ddaho decided to put Will- 
fam D. ing a on trial first, and for months 
before the actual trial commenced the case 
held the interest of the entire country. Every 
labor union in the country was appealed to 
for funds for the defense, and an enormous 
fund was raised.

Wulle interest in the case was keen as the 
date for the trial approached. President 
Roosevelt early in the year injected a new 
element in the case by describing Moyer, 
Haywood, and Pettibone as “ undesirable 
citizens. This created an immense amount 
of feeling and served to intensify interest in 
the outcome of the trial. | 

Scores of labor unions held sympathetic 
meetings to protest against this action of the 
president and against the arrest of the min-

tion. of veniremen commenced. Two hun- 
dred. and forty talesmen were examined by 
counsel for tne state and defense during 
the twenty-five days that intervened between 
the calling of the case ard the accepting 
of the twelfth man in the box.

Outline of the State’s Case.

Hawley explained the circum- 
stances of the indictment charging Haywood 
with being personally present, although it is 
well known that as a matter of fact he was in 
Colorado. He did this by saying that the

When he had elaborated this point he de- 
clared that the state would show that these 
leaders had deliberately planned to perpetu- 
ate their own power through a reign of ter- 
ror, and that this was really the conspiracy 
aimed at by the prosecution. > 

We shall show,” he said, “that these 
leaders of the organization were responsible 
not only for the death of Gov. Steunenherg 
but for many other murdersand crimes. We 
will prove that dt the outset of this con- 
spiracy it was planned not merely to per- 
petuate the power of the inner ciréle,’ but 
to control governmental matters in the differ- 
ent sections of the mining country by em- 
ploying desperate criminals to commit mur- 
ders and other atrocious crimes against those 
who in official position refused to be influ- 
enced by their wishes and those who in pri- 
vate life ran counter to their interests. 


Murders Bought by “Inner Circle.” 


“ This inner circle traded in human blood, 
continued Hawley. It hired assassins. It 
levied assessments upon the members of the 
federation, and it squandered large sums 
for the criminal and personal purposes of 
iis members and to retain lawyers to pro- 
tect them in the commission of crimes. Or- 
chard and Steve Adams were paid for their 
crimes by Haywood and the others of the 
inner eircle,“ he declared. There was a reg- 
ular scdle of wages paid by the inner cir- 
cle for crimes of all sorts. Orchard was 
to have been paid for the murder of Steunen- 
berg by direction and under the authority of 
the defendant, Haywood.”’ 

Then Hawley told how Steve Adams was 
first selected to kill Steunenberg and went to 
Wardner to consult with Jack Simpkins, the 
fugitive member of the inner circle indicted 
with “Haywood, Moyer, and Pettibone. 
Adams, he said, failed to receive money as 
he expected and went back to Denver. Then 
Orchard was sent out. Orchard had a bomb 
Prepared, which weighed agout fifty pounds. 
He took it up to Wardmer from Caldwell and 
showed it to Simpkine. Simpkins objected 
that it was too big and heavy, and they threy 
it away. 

“That bomb has been recovered,” cried 
Hawley, “and will be produced here in evi- 
dence,” It was produced. 


Defense as Outlined by Darrow. 


The opening address for the defense was 
made by Clarence S. Darrow and outlined the 
basis of the fight planned to free Haywood.

INSANE MAN IN STREET MELEE 
One Woman Choked, Others Pur- 
sued; Policemen Injured. 


FIGHT IN ‘CELL AT STATION. 


Keepers Belabored with Tin Trough 
When They Take Prisoner. 


One woman was attacked and choked se- 
verely, two others narrowly escaped a simi- 
lar fate, and several policemen were in- 
jured by an insane man in North Clark 
street last night. Later the man attacked 
his keepers when he was taken to the Chicago 
avenue station. The names of the women 
attacked were not learned by the police, ali 
being led away by friends during the ex- 
citement. ’ 

The man was noticed first in North Clark, 
near Ontario street: He rushed at several 
women and attempted to catch them by the 
throat, but failed. Then, shouting that he 
would kill the first person who interfered 
with him, he ran up to a well dressed young 
woman who had just alighted from a street 
car. Me seized her by the throat until she 
nearly: collapsed. 

Several men tried to interfere, but the 
crazy man drove them off. Policeman El- 
Hott arrived and grasped the man by the 
collar, compelling him to release his hold on 
the woman. 

Danes Policeman with Blow. 

Elliott then tried to drag the prisoner to 
the patrol box at Erie street, when he was 
struck. a stunning blow in the face. Elliott 
was dazed for a moment and was struck 
again. Meanwhile no one in the crowd of- 
fered to £0 to his assistance. 

The policeman and his prisoner struggled 
about the pavement for several minutes, and 
ElNott at length knocked the man down 
The punishment had noe apparent effect, for 
he was on his feet almost instantly and 
fought as desperately as before. Elliott was 
obliged to strike him seVeral more times be- 
tore he could subdue him sufficiently to call 
the patrol wagon. 

During the walt at the box the prisoner 
recovered his strength and again attacked 
the policeman, He was fighting flercely 
when*the wagon arrived, and it required the 
cembined efforts of Elliott and the two men 
on the wagon to place him inside. 


Tin Trough as Weapon, 

At the station reinforcements had to be 
secured before the prisoner could be put in a 
cell. Then when the door was locked behind 
him he seized the tin water trough in the cell 
and pulled it from its fastenings. With a 
piece of the tin in his hand, which he swung 
menacingly aboyt his head, he shouted at 
the top of his voice: 

“7 will kill you all if you dont release me.“ 

Lockupkeeper Benga? and two policemen 
again. opened the door, and the three men 
rushed upon the man. He was too quick for 
them, however, and struck Schaldine over 
the head with the sharp tin. Notwithstand- 
ing the wound, Schaldine and his compan- 
ions struggled for nearly ten minutes with 
the man before they could handcuff him.

DEMAND BY STATE OFFICIAL. 


Nullification of Anti-Trust Affidavit at 
Springfield Charged. 


The newly formed Square Deal Tax league 
ig still shooting its verbal arrows into the 
International Harvester company, which 
the league says is the arch tax dodger of 
Chicago. 

G. T. R. Cummerow, vice president of the 
league, yesterday issued a letter stating that 
the action of Secretary of State Rose in for- 
warding to the harvester corporation a de- 
mand for a list of its stockholders is due toa 
request by the league, which wants to use 
the weapon of publicity against the cor- 
poration. 

League Official Tells Why. 

Mr. Cummerow’s letter, in part, says: 

“The purpose is to disclose in the form of 
legal evidence, preferably in a public record, 
the facts that are now in the league’s pos- 
session. Some of these facts were secured by 
industrious investigation, some came Fra- 
tultously, and some have deen disclosed 
through channels that cannot be revealed. 

It is in the struggle to make use of this 
latter class of facts that the Square Deal Tax 
league has appealed to the federal authorities, 
to the secretary of state, to the attorney gen- 
eral, and intends to appeal to other officials. 
It was in this same struggle also that the dis- 
covery was made of: 

“1. The willful nullification of the Inter- 
national Harvester company anti-trust affi- 
davit on file at Springfield by Cyrus H. Mo- 
Cormick. This nullification, which is appar- 
ently intended as an immunity bath. has been 
directed to the attention of federai author- 
ities and is expected to precipitate anti-trust 
prosecution in federal tribunals. 


Wisconsin Company Not Scheduled. 


“2. The discovery that the International 
Harvester company of Wisconsin, which has 
offices and officers identical with the Inter- 
national Harvester Trust of America, is not 
scheduled for assessment, although the rec- 
ords at Springfield show that it was capital 
ised at $1,000,000, and, according to the affi- 
davit of its own officers, has in Cook county 
taxable property worth more than $150,000. 

“8 That the voting trust agreement under 
which George W. Perkins, Cyrus H. Mo- 
Cormick, and Charles Deering hold all of 
the $120,000,000 of stock of the International 
Harvester Company of America is in itself 
prima facie evidence of violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 3 

“4. That the nullification of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company's anti-trust affi- 
davit under the statutes divests that cor- 
poration of any standing in Illinois courts. 
Ii is contended that the harvester trust, 
therefore, can neither sue a debtor nor seek 
redress in any Illinois court. 


Publicity the Only Remedy. 


„ All these facts are recited in proof of the 
assertion that publicity alone must disclose 
for just taxation all of the taxable property 
of the International Harvester company in 
Illinois and that when the various branches 
of the federal and state governments have 
acted upon the information gathered by the 
Square Deal Tax league the board of review 
will have no excuse for falling to assess all 
of the $100,000,000 of stock of the harvester 
trust held in Cook county, as well as the 640, 
000,000 of farmers’ notes and mortgages now 
in the vaults of the corporation.”

Gives Results of Observation. 


We have at this table many of the high- 
est authopities in the country on the alcohol 
question,“ he said. ‘“ Medical superinten- 
dents of lunatic asylums see much of the 
evils of alcohol. They are strenuous advo- 
cates of temperance, and have supplied the 
teetotalers with some of their strongest 
arguments. It is, therefore, interesting to 
ascertain how far they adopted extreme 
views on the alcohol question. There are at 
this table eighty-four members of the asso- 
ciation, and just 5 or 6 per cent have de- 
clined alcohol altogether. The remainder, or 
94 per cent, have partaken of alcohol in some 
form, and a large majority of several differ- 
ent forms. I dined a fortnight ago at Sir 
Andrew Noble’s table with eighteen -lead- 
ing men of seience of the day, from the ven- 
‘erable Lord Kelvin downward, and not one 
of them declined alcohol.“ 


Denies It Is Deadly Poison. 
These were facts, added Sir James and in 
view of such it was & farce, or gross hyper- 
bole to speak of alcohol as a deadly poison. 
He continued: 
“Those who declare alcohol a deadly poli- 
son should also state that we constantly 
care about it. Our bodies have more deadly 
poisons or toxins, but these human poisons 
Are harmtezs and may be beneficial as long 
as they were kept in their right place. Our 
great aim should be to keep alcohol in its 
right place.” 


SWISS GLACIERS SLOWLY MELT 
UNDER SUMMER’S HOT BREATH 


Measurements Show Several Great Ice 
Fields in Alps Have Diminished 
68,250 Square Feet in Two Years. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERNE, July 27.—After an extremety hot 
summer in 1906, the resulte of the scientific 
giacier measurements confirm the theory that 
the Swiss Alpine glaciers everywhere are per- 
ceptibly diminishing. The Durand glacier, 
near Zinal, lost fifty feet in 1906, and 1,508 
feet since 1892. The lower Grindelwald gla- 
cler and the great Aletsch glacier, the St. 
Fleuron, the Gorner, and the great Rhone 
glaciers, which are favorite subjects of study 
by the Swiss Geodetic society, lost in the last 
two years an ice area of 88,250 square feet. 
The notable exception te the general in 
ghrinkage was the Eiger glacier, which in 
1906 gained 114 feet in length, 


MEW DIAGNOSIS OF TYPHOID. 


French Sanitarian’s Method Is Similar 
to That of Other Scientists 
for Tuberculosis. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, July 27.—Prof. Chantemesse, one of 
the leading French sanitarians, made an im- 
portant discovery in the means of diagnosing 
typhoid fever in its incipient stages. His 
methods are similar to those of Wolff, Eis- 
ner, and Piker of Vienna, in their diagnosis 
of tuberculosis, consisting of the inoculation 
of a small portion of the skin with tubercu- 
line. If the victim has thedlisease the char- 
acteristic cutaneous reaction takes place. In 
a healthy person there is no such reaction. 

In a similar manner, if the dose of a fiftieth 
part of a millegram of Prof. Chantemesse’s 
specially prepared powder, typhic toxine, is 
dissolved in a drop of water and applied 
under the eyelid, an opthalmic diagnosis of 
typhoid fever can be made, if the desease 


exists. ‘ 

The experiment is not dangerous and has 
no ‘effect on the general health or temper- 
ature of the patient. A slight redness of 
the eyes disappears in two hours. Hereto- 


fore there has never been an exact diagnosis 
of typhoid fever.

Writer Declares Dire Want Is 
Only Cause of Enlistment. 


BLOW TO RICH OFFICERS. 


Complete Change in Present Plan Only 
Hope for Reform. 


[BY cant TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 27.—H. W. Nevinson, who 
has had wide experience in the Britigh army, 
in the course of a review of the book on John 
Bull’s Army from Within.“ by Robert Ed- 
mondson, ex-sergeant of a famous cavalry 
regiment, makes some pungent remarks in 
regard to that army. For example, he says: 

“Excepting the Wnited States and our- 
selves, all nations trust to force to fill the 
ranks of their regular armies. What the 
United States trusts to I do not know, but I 
know from first hand knowledge that we in 
Great Britain and Ireland trust to hunger. 
I do not mean that without force or hunger 
there would be no soldiers in the world, but 
I do mean that without one or the other 6f 
these grim recruiting sergeants no nation 
could maintain even a skeleton of its present 
military strength for a single year.” 


Tells of Stupid Officers. 
Regarding the officers, the writer says: 
At one time I was engaged in passing 

the rich into the army as officers, and the 
great triumph of my life was when I got 
the stupidest man I had ever known into 
the footguards, where he was conspicuous 
for his wealth rather than his stupidity. 

„ Afterwards, for fifteen years, I belonged 
to a eervice that brought me into close 
touch with the class that supplies the ranks. 
In that time I passed more men into the reg- 
ular army than the most persuasive recruit- 
ing sergeant at St. George's barracks. and 
I never. knew one who enlisted unlees he was 
out of work and likely to remain so. Every 
man or boy who passed through my hands 
into the army was driven by hunger.” 


Complete Reform Only Hope. 


Another passage, after a earcastic refer- 
ence to Kipling’s raving about the lordilest 
life on earth says: Let us remember that 
the short service echeme of 1903 absolutely 
broke down because, after three years of the 
lordliest Mfe on earth; hardly a soul would 
reéniist. Let us remember that of these 
recruits one in ten deserts rather than en- 
@ure longer and that suicides in the army 
are nearly four times the percentage of sui- 
cides in civil life. 

“ As long as the officers enter the army as 
the best of all sporting clubs, and while we 
treat the Tommies as refugees in a superior 
workhouse, all of Haldane’s manipulation of 
figures and organizations can produce no 


genuine reform.”

Germany had scarcely less success than 
Italy, whose lukewarmness to the triple al- 
Nance she only recently was censuring. In 
this conference Count Tornielli, the leader 
of the Italian“mission, come out as a thor- 
ough going pactficist. 


Japan Has Ax to Grind. 

Italy at the commencement was under 
a real debt of gratitude to England for the 
latter’s conduct in the first conference, when 
Lord Salisbury, alone among the European 
statesmen, insisted that no invitation should 
be sent to the vatican if the Itallan govern- 
ment objected, hut at this meeting England 
lost all of the ground and more, largely 
through her thoroughness in seconding the 
objections of her ally, Japan, to the important 
proposals which the majority of Tornielli’s 
commission advanced, dealing with the 
rights and duties the neutrals would accept. 

Japan has not forgotten the flagrant fa- 
vors the Russian fleets got from France and 
Germany two years ago, and she is disposed 
to exact her pound of flesh in favor of the 
English alliance, in securing that such fa- 
voritism by ostensible neutrals is not offi- 
cially approved of by this conference. 

The first apparent outcome of all thisman- 
euvering of conflicting interests seems to 
be that King Edward's patent and elaborate 
scheme for isolating Germany has had a 
formidable setback. Every development here 
has been to the detriment of the end of this 
policy, \and\it is England herself that is get- 
ting the title of obstructionist. 


England Making Trouble for Self. 

Probably the head of her mission, Sir Ed- 
ward Fry, knows this, but he is a self-willed 
old gentleman, who holds inflexibly to the 
traditions of jurisprudence as he knew them 
fifty years ago, and no pressure from Camp- 
bell-Bannerman can move him an inch. He 
meither wants a peerage, political fame, nor 
pecuniary. reward, and therefore isa difficult 
person to deal with. 

Some alarmists see here the nucleus of a 
continental entente against England, and 
it is certain that the British mission is not 
playing any fine diplomacy in this confer- 
ence to prevent it. The onlookers of many 
nationalities regret the comparative unim- 
portance of the role Engtand is playing, and 
the fact that she still is saddled with that 
empty aspiration about the burdenof arma- 
ments which will be used against her later 
when she is made the scapegoat for the dis- 
appointed hopes of the conference,

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SENATOR PETTUS1S DEAD 


Venerable Member from Alabama 
Succumbs at Hot Springs, N.C. 


WAS NEAR: PEOPLE’S HEART. 


Notable Type of Old School, He Served 
in Congress with Distinction. 


Hot Springs, N. C., July 27.—[{Spectal.}— 
Bémund W. Pettus, United States senator 
from Alabama, died in his hotel apartments 
here at 10 o’clock tonight. 

The senator, who was the patriarch of the 
upper house, being 86 years old, sustained an 
apoplectic stroke while at breakfast Friday 
morning. 

All day Friday and Saturday physicians 
used every means known to their science to 
save the aged senator’s life, but all were of 
no avall. He remained unconscious from 
the time he was stricken and never rallied. 
His granddaughter, Miss Bessie Roberts, 
was present when the end came. 

Senator Pettus’ demise followed quickly 
the death of his colleague from Alabama, 
Senator Morgan. Both were notable types 
of the old school southern statesman, much 
alike in temperament, appearance, age, and 
political convictions. th had deen re- 
elected to the senate a short time before the 
death of Mr. Morgan, June 11. | 


* Conspicuous in Public Life. 

Senator Pettus was born-July 6, 1821, and 
entered the senate ten years ago. No man 
of either party won greater renown or dis- 
tinction in that great body of lawmakers in 
the same length of service than he. Going to 
the senate from private life, he was in close 
touch with the masses of the people, kept so, 
and knowing the needs, the requirements, 
and being acquainted with their wants, he 
did what he could to get such laws and such 
favors for the people as would best pro- 
mote their future interests and welfare. 

He had been a citizen of Alabama all his 
Ute, except three years he spent in California 
during the gold fever from 189 to 1852. Re- 
turning to the state, he hed been actively 
engaged in the practice of law ever since. 


Not an Officeseeker. 


He was never an office seeker and never 
held any office out of the line of his profes- 
sion, being solicitor of Sumter county in 
1844; then of Pickens county. In 1855 he was 
elected judge of the Seventh judicial circuit, 
resigning to enter the practice at Cahaba, 
the capital of the state. He continued in the 
pursuit of that profession and was engaged 
when sent to the senate. 

He entered the confederate army ag a ma- 
jor, was promoted to be Heutenant colonel, 
and in 1868 was made brigadier general, and 
his record in war. as in peace. was a 
matter of pride to all his people. He stood 
by his people in the dark and trying days 
of reconstruction and did much by his courage 
and unfakering efforts to relieve them of 
much of the tyranny and hardships sought 
to be heaped upon them. 

He wae of a jovial nature and wag one of the 
wits of the senate. a 


EXPLORER AND INVENTOR DEAD. 


Dr. Antony Varicle, Noted Scientist, 
Expires After Several Weeks’ 
Ilinese in Seattle, Wash. 


Seattle, Wash., July 27.—Dr. Antony Var- 
icle, inventor, scientist, balloonist, und ex- 
nlorer, died last night after an illness lasting 
several weeks. Dr. Varicle invented the 
telegraph instrument which transmits hand- 
writing and drawings, a combination key 
used by the French government in connec- 
tion with time locks on all postoffice prop- 
erty, and a number of small devices. His 
fame as an arctic explorer was gained in the 
dash to the pole in 1905.

JAMES F. SCANLAN, aged 50 years, died 
at his home, 185 #almer place, yesterday 
morning.

MAY BLOT OUT MANY MARRIAGES 


Revival of Old Blue Law in Montana

the bill that now is undergoing the scrutiny 
of the Supreme court. 


Shurtieff Commends Deneen. 


In announcing his platform Mr. Shurtleff 
gives credit to Gov. Deneen for a commend- 
able administration and takes the position 
that a contest for the nomination will not be 
productive of discord, but will produce a 
healthy condition in the party. Of the 
governor he says: 

On the whole the administration of Gov. 
Deneen has been commendable and whether 
or not he be renominated his administration 
will receive the indorsement of the entire 
party.“ 

He promises, if nominated and elected, to 
keep his hands off the senatorehip question, 
and not to use his office to make or unmake 
candidates for the United States senate. 

In the present contest I am not interested 
for or against any candidate for the sen- 


ate.” 
Insane Need Closest Care. 

The rest of his platform follows: 

»The highest degree of care, attention, and 
nursing should be afforded the insane. Men, 
practical rather than theoretical, who will 
devote their whole time to the care and com- 
fort of these unfortunates should constitute 
not only to the state board of charities but 
the heads of the institutions. Not a large 
percentage of the insane are curable. The 
percentage is often magnified by adding to 
it those who are discharged, only to be ad- 
mitted again, and again discharged, and 
those who escape. 

There should be no abatement in the em- 
ployment of the highest skill and of the latest 
methode in the treatment and possible cure 
of those afflicted with insanity. It should 
also be remembered that practical, homelike, 
careful, sympathetic attention to those in- 
curable is of equal importance. In all things 
that can ameliorate their condition economy 
in the care of these people should give way 
to generosity. 

Outlines Plan of Restriction. 


As the campaign progresses various ques- 
tions will come up for discussion. For the 
present, the chief issue in the state will be the 
composition of the legislature at the appor- 
tionment of the state into senatorial districts 
to be made in 1911, during the next admin- 
istration. The constitution provides that the 
state must be apportioned senatorially into 
fifty-one districts every ten years. Cook 
county now has nineteen districta and 
the state outside thirty-two districts. This 
was made an issue in 1901, when the senate 
passed by a two-thirds vote and the house 
failed to pass by only one or two of the same 
vote a resolution restricting Cook county to 
one-third in each branch of the legislature. 

„The great growth of Chicago will entitle 
Cook county in 1011, under the constitution, 
to fully one-half of the districts and to one- 
half of the membership in each house. This 
was again an issue in the recent session of 
the legislature and was the only ground of 
opposition, from any country member, to giv- 
ing Chicago such a charter as it wanted, 
That it would be inimical and dangerous to 
the whole state for Cook county to have a 
majority of each house needs no argument, 
I do not believe it just to restrict Cook 
county to an arbitrary one-third, because 
that would be taxation without just repre- 
sentation. 


Favors a Constitutional Amenément. 

‘Tentatively, I would favor the adoption 
of a constitutional amendment, preserving 
Cook county’s full representation in one 
house—say the lower house. The composi- 
tion of the senate might be changed by 
preserving the present ratio for senators 
in Cook county, or possibly lowering the 
ratio, and then providing for one senator 
at large from each county in the state. 
Cook country would thus have its fulul rep- 
resentation, and the country would be am- 
ply protected, and one house would be a 
check upon the other. No new apportion- 
ment bill should be passed or signed by 
any governor, adding any more districts 
to Cook county, until this matter is set, 
tled by some ample constitutional provis- 
don.

Bookies Sigh Relief at His De- 
parture from Brighton. 


MAKES ADIEUX ON EAWN. 


Winnings from $200,000 to $500,000;

New York, July 27.—[Special.J}—John W. 
Gates said his good byes to his friends at 
the racetrack at Brighton Beach course today 
and the spectacle kept the lawn in front 
of the grandstand wep ta for half an hour 
after the races.

at the New York racetrack, where his bet- 
ting operations met with such success as to 
justify the suspicion that the bookmakers 
will pay his expenses this summer to France. 


Estimates of His Winnings. 
Estimates of his winnings in his tilt with 
the layers this season varied between $200,- 
000 and $500,000, but Gates did not state the 
exact figures when he closed his betting book, 
put away his pencil and began the handshak- 
ing ceremony after the last race. 
ates’ wagers have been so successful in the 
latter part of his term as a plunger he has 
had some difficulty {n having his bets placed. 


Only Accepted Reduced Wager. 

As instance of this difficulty, one of the 
clubhouse commissioners approached Gates 
several days ago and politely asked if he 
wished to back any horse in a race for which 
the horse owned by C. E. Durnell, Mr. Gates’ 
turf adviser, was favorite.

STATES FORCED U. S. ACT. 


Harsh Legislation Against Ne- 


groes Caused the Fifteenth 
Amendment, He Says. 


Bellefontaine, O.] July 27.—Recent remarks 


on the race question by United States Sen- 


ator Tillman of .South Carolina before a 
similar. Ohio gathering brought an extended 
answer from United States Senator Foraker 
of Ohio in an address to the nee 
assembly at this place. . 

In part Senator Foraker sald: 

„Before taking up anything else I want to 

Speak briefly in answer to some utterances 
of Senator Tillman. He has been making a 
speech in Ohio. It was on the race problem. 
This is his favorite topic. He is at his best 
when he talks on that subject, but his best 
is also his worst. 

Quotes Tillman’s Latest Fury. : 

“In this latest speech he is quoted as say- 
ing: It after the war the north had not in its 
passion and sectional hatred gone far be- 
yond the bounds of reason, decency, and 
righteousness there would today be no race 
problem. 

“We resent.and resist the doctrine of 
equality under the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments. . .. 

Tou have done wrong. The north has 
done wrong. It can remedy the feeling by 
repealing the fifteenth amendment and let- 
ting the states contro] the franchise.’ 

“ All the way through his discussies*ts in 
the nature of a protest against social, equal- 
ity. Nothing could be more wide of the mark. 
Everybody understood then as now that so- 
clal equality. cannot be forced upon any- 


What I want to answer is his charge that 
in hatred and passion, the fourteenth and 

teenth amendments to the constitution, 

ere forced upon the south and that in this 
way the north needlessly precipitated upon 
the south the evils they suffered during the 
reconstruction period: These amendments 
if not fully demanded by the war itself 
were made necessary by the situation created 
by the seceding states immediately after the 
war,” 

Portrays Conditions After War. 


Senator Foraker discussed conditions at the 
close of the civil war at considerable length, 
and then continued: 

“If they had. accepted the fourteenth 
amendment there would not have been any 
fifteenth amendment, for, with the fourteenth 
amendment accepted and all the seceding 
states restored to their places in the gov- 
ernment, the ratification of the fifteenth 
amendment by the requisite number of states 
would have been an impossibility. If, there- 
fore, there be any fault to find with anybody 
on account of the fifteenth amendment it 
rests with these geceding states, for they, by 
their refusal to accept the fourteenth amend- 
ment, not only compelled reconstruction, but 
precipitated a submission and ratification of 
the fifteenth amendment. 

They accentuated all this by their treat- 
ment of the freed n. It would be difficult f 
to exaggerate the unfriendly character of the 
legislation affecting them ‘that was enacted 
immediately after the war in most of the 
seceding states. 

It e no exaggeration to say that the 
spirit of this legislation was not justice, but 
injustice, and that of the most malicious and 

revengeful character. This kind of legisla-

public sentiment in the north that secured the 
ratification of the fourteenth amendment and 
led to the fifteenth amendment, by which it 
was provided that no state should have the 
right to deny or abridge the right to vote on 
account of race, color, or previous condi- 
tion of servitude.

Chapultepec, a 
heavy headed youngster, received a terrible

Socialist Member Is Lonely. 

The new socialist member presents that 
ever interesting phenomenon, a party of one.

Lea reed in support of his charges a let- 
ter from Gilbert K. Chesterton, in which 
that brilliant paradoxer said a rich man paid 
a sum into party funds and was made a peer 
and a poor man was paid out of funds and 
made a slave. A correspondent saw Chester 
ton and asked what in his opinion should be 
done tO meet this evil. “I dislike to tell 
to such an organ of democracy as the Times 
just what a rabid democrat I am,“ said Ches- 
terton, but my chief desire would be to see 
the house of lords abolished altogether and 
replaced by an upper house purely elective 
The present state of public opinion, I fear, 
renders this impossible The alternative 
suggests that the house of lords be made 
purely hereditary, and thus be in a large pro- 
portion educated, disinterested legislators 
instead of its being clogged, as it is now 
in. peril of becoming, by selfish millionares 
who have attained a peerage at a price.“ 


Cites Divorce Situation. 

The discussion of the subject gives rise to 
this interesting query: If as Lea reminded 
the commons the minister was at one time 
held to be open to impeachment because he 
proposed to make a dosen peers, what may 
be said of a man who creates say a dosen 
peeresses—peers who divorce a wife or are 
divorced by her, and marry again, repeating 
the process indefinitely. There are now two 
Lady Rosslyns, for instance, and when the 
decree pronounced last Saturday is made 
absolute, a third, and Lord Rosslyn is still in 
his 308. No wonder the lord chamberlain 
strictly enforces the rule that widows of 
peers or peeresses who divorce husbands 
and marry again be invited to court functions 
under their new names.

ROYAL SPEECHES QUOTED 


Official Utterances of Emperor 
Are Printed, but Book Is 
at Once Confiscated. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUND.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 16.—Mr. Dubro- 
vin, president of the Reactionary Union of 
Russian People, addressed a telegram to the 
emperor thanking him for having put an end 
to the existence of the “ criminal duma.” 

The telegram expressed the conviction that 
all will go well so long as the Russian people 
will be guarded by its “ God giver unlimited 
autocrat.” 

The emperor answered the telegram in the 
following words: 

Transmit to all the presidents of branches 
and all members of the Union of Russian 
People my heartfelt gratitude for their loy- 
ality and their readiness to serve the throne 
and the welfare of the dear country. 

Jam sure that now all truly sincere Rus- 
sians will stand together more closely and 
help me attain the peaceful regeneration of 
our sacred and great Russia and the improve- 
ment of the being of its great people. 

„May the Union of Russian People be for 
me a hopeful support, serving for all os an 
example of lawfulness and order.“ 


“Speeches of Czar” Translated. 

In dissolving the duma the emperor er- 
cised the prerogative reserved to him under 
the fundamental laws. In changing the 
electoral law, however, he had recourse to 
his old historic authority.“ 

So, perhaps, at this moment it would be of 
interest to the American public to read other 
speeches or statements of the emperor. 

Last year a small pamphlet appeared under 
the title of “ The Speeches of Nicholas II.“ 
The book was immediately confiscated. Sev- 
eral persons in whose possession the book 
was found have been arrested.

BANKRUPT BARONET SPENT 
VAST FORTUNE IN 18 YEARS. 


Sir Humphrey de Trafford, Who Inher- 
ited Princely Income, Ladened Down 
with Gambling Debts.

LONDON, July 27.—Sir Humphrey de Traf- 

ford, who with his beautiful wife, are well 
known figures in cosmopolitan society of 
Europe, has had a remarkable financial 
career which landed in the Bankruptcy court. 
At the age of 24 years, in 1886, the baronet 
inherited an estate with a gross annual in- 
come of nearly $350,000. However, he got 
into debt and contracted loans with the re- 
sult that in 1899 he owed over $500,000. The 
indebtedness centinued to increase until in 
1904 there were creditors holding charges on 
his life interest to the value of $2,800,000, 
while an additional $200,000 was owing to 
unsecured creditors, 

Though Sir Humphrey received out of the 
De Trafford estate $240,000 a year, he paid out 
of that $110,000 a year for interest loans and 
$125,000 premiums on life policies. This left 
him only $7,000 a year with which to keep up 
his establishments at Martin and educate his 
children. 

A special act of parliament, passed in 1904, 
helped him out of his difficulties, but since 
then he has again got into debt which has re- 
sulted in the present bankruptcy proceedings. 

When asked how he came to get through 
such a vast sum in eighteen years, Humphrey 
admitted that he lost a large amount betting 
and had to have recourse to the money lend- 
ers, to one of whom he paid 16 per cent inter- 
est. The baronet said the De Trafford estates 
which are malnly in Manchester, are increag- 
ing greatly in value and he is prepared to pay 
creditors 20 shillings to the pound.

FIND DANTE’S BAPTISMAL FONT 
IN ANCIENT FLORENCE ATTIC. 


Italian Architect Discovers Marble Ba- 
sin in Which the Great Poet, It Is 
Claimed, Was Christened.

ROME, July 27.—Italy is kind of a Pan- 
dora's box, out of which there is always 
springing something unexpected. Almost 
daily one hears of the discovery either of an 
unsuspected fresco hidden under a coat of 
whitewash or a statue a few feet under 
ground or prehistoric tombs. Now comes 
the news from Florence of the discovery of 
a font in which Dante was baptised, 

It seems Prof. Giuseppe Casrellacci, an ar- 
chitect who has the care of the Florence 
duomo, was rummaging about in the attic 
baptistry of the ancient San Giovanni bat- 
tista when he came upon some marble frag- 
ments. Putting them roughly together they 
formed an anclent baptismal font of the 
epoch before Dante, and as the baptistry was 
then in the cathedral and as all children 
were baptized there Dante must be bap- 
tized there also. 

The fragments found are in a good state of 
preservation, which is surprising when the 
size of the font is considered ,and that the 
fragments must have been considered rub- 
bish for 700 years. The font is one of those 
in which the infant was immersed, as was 
the custom in those days, ls octagonal in 
form, each division being finely sculptured. 
During Dante’s boyhood the baptistry was 
remodeled and it was then, probably, that 
the original font, the one which now comes 
to light, was removed.

The story of 
their heroic death has just come to light 
through the confession of a captured rebel 
chieftain who led the party which shot them 
down. This is his narrative? 

On the afternoon of May 24 my cavalcade 
of thirty mounted guerillas came across Fur- 
bringer’s squad as the latter was en route 
to a heliograph station. We found them 
squatting unconcernedly around the fire 
of their field kitchen, the lieutenant doz 
ing peacefully on the grass nearby. Sud- 
denly we opened fire and half the Germans 
fell, instantly killed. The rest grabbed their 
rifies and returned our fire, but in a few 


minutes only Furbringer and a cavalryman 


remained. 
I called on them to surrender, but the 


lieutenant replied, defiantly, ‘Never; we don’t 
surrender, we defend ourselves to the bitter 
end.’ At last they were killled. Furbringer, 
riddied with bullets, was the last to fall.“ 
The bodies of these gallant soldiers of the 
kaiser were found the day after the engage- 
ment, but the story of how they died never 


until now was told.

though he fell without a murmur, five others 
of the fifteen who had been charged with the 
execution of the death sentence, plunged their 
knives into him to make sure that he was 
dead. Not a shout, not a moan, not even a 
word, and a human creature ceased to live. 
The most remarkable feature of this ferocious 
crime was the absolute silence with which it 
was done. 

The fifteen, well pleased with their work, 
went gayly back to Naples in a tramcar and 
there separated. Two of the number went on 
to the higher part of the city and knocked 
in a pecullar way, known only to the initiated, 
at a certain door. Who is there!“ was 
asked. Friend,“ was the reply, we have 
come with a message from your husband, 
Cuocolo.“ The door was immediately opened 
and a good looking woman appeared, holding 
a lamp high over her head and invited them 
to enter. 

Well, what is it?’ she asked. O, noth- 
ing.“ said the visitors, Cuocolo has suddenly 
gone on a long journey and you are to join 
him“; then, with a grin, one of the miecreants 
put his arm around her, saying, “ Here, give 
me a kiss before you go,“ held the now terri- 
fied woman while his companion struck her. 
from behind. When the body had ceased to 
twitch they looked at each other, and aftera 
few words of congratulation on their neat 
methods, sacked the house, which contained 
many valuables, Cuocolo's share of stolen 
booty which he had not been able to dispose 
of. They left, and the two bodies—miles 
apart—lay stiff and still in the darkness until 
found the next morning. 

The tribunal which pronounced sentence 
of death against Cuocolo condemned his wife 
to the same fate simply because she was his 
wife, and knew of his association with the 
Camorra. If she were allowed to live, it was 
argued by the merciless judges, she would 
put the police on the track of the society. 


Feast After Crime. 


After the successful accomplishment of the 
double murder the fifteen met next day in the 
little tavern at Torre del Greco, at that time 
much frequented by the Camorra, and there 
indulged in a feast to celebrate their bloody 
work. It has since become famous, and is 
doing a better legitimate business than ever 
before. 

The Camorra will exert its means and in- 
fluence to the utmost to save Alfano from the 
gallows. Despite the evidence against him, 
it is doubtful if he can be convicted of mur- 
der. The accusation against him is that 
after denouncing Cuocolo to the Camorra 
he instigated the sentence that was puseed 
upon him and his wife and arranged for car- 
rying it into effect. This, if proved, would 
make him equally guilty with thoge who com- 


‘mitted the crimes. But to prove it will prove 
a formidable task. He took no part in the 


actual murders. 


Fill the Jails with Camorra. 


More than 900 arrests have been made in 
Naples as a result of the investigations or- 
iginally begun to discover the murderers of 
Cuocolo and his wife. Among those who have 
been arrested is Baron Cilento, a member of 
one of the best known aristocratic families 
in Naples. Don Ciro Vittozi, a priest who 
is said to have been the chaplain of the Cam- 
orra, ig also lodged in jail. Part of the evi- 
dence against him is a snapshot photograph 
which the police found showing him driving 
in a pony trap with Alfano. 

The ramifications of the Camorra extend 
through all grades of society. Under the 
Bourbons it was a species of political organ- 
ization, but in its modern form it is simply 
a secret society for the benefit of criminals.

To this day the abdication of Prince Alex- 
ander of Bulgaria remains shrouded in mys- 
tery. In August, 1886, the prince, idolized by 
his people, whom he had led a few months 
previously to brilliant victory in the war with 
Servia, was suddenly seized at night, in his 
palace at Sofia, by conspirators, consisting of 
Russian desperadoes and Bu lan rene- 
gades, and was carried off into Russian ter- 
ritory, where he was detained as a captive 
for several days by the Muscovite authori- 
ties, until Czar Alexander III. was led by the 
indignation aroused throughout all Europe 
by the outrage to give orders for his release 
and for his conduct to the Austrian frontier. 
Prince Alexander returned to Sofia. but in 
spite of the manifestations of joy, of loyalty, 
and affection of the Bulgarians of every 


to Austria, and, after marrying an actress, 
now Countess Hartenau, died there six or 
seven years later as a general on the active 
list of Empefor Francis Joseph’s army. 


Czar Knew the Secret? 


Inasmuch as Alexander, after the kidnaping 
outrage, had returned to Sofia with the back- 
ing of every foreign power save Russia, with 
the sympathy and good will of all other for- 
éign nations, and in the enjoyment of the 
warm affection of the Bulgarians themselves, 
his abdication is inexplicable, save on the 
ground that the late czar, his first cousin, 
once his devoted friend but afterwards his 
bitterest enemy, was in poseession of some 
secret affecting him, and was thus able to 
bend him to his will by threatening to reveal 
it to the world. Certainly the prince, who up 
to the time of his kidnaping had presented 
a bold front to Russia, resisting all her de- 
mands when they were contrary to the inter- 
eats of Bulgaria, gave the impression, after 
his return to Sofia after the kidnaping episode, 
of being wholly in the power of the late em- 
peror of Russia and of being solutely 
crushed thereby. He was the brother of Ad- 
miral Prince Louis of Battenberg, who was 
here two years ago in command of the Eng- 
Ush cruiser squadron. 

As for Milan of Servia, all sorta of stories 
are current as to the causes of his abdication 
in March, 1889. Fear of assasination, execra- 
tion by his people, irrespective of political 
party, the disgust excited at home and 
abroad by the scandals of his public and pri- 
vate life, and the discovery by the late czar 
of gross frauds practiced upon him by Milan

the contract agree to its abrogation the sov- 
erelgn by abdication and the parliament by 
the legislative acceptance thereof, the agree- 
ment ig at an end and cannot be made the 
basis of amy further claim. The consent of 
parliament is indispensable to the validity of 
the act of abdication of the sovereign in the 
case of constitutional monarchies, and King 
Edward, for instance, no matter how much 
he might desire to divest himself of the heavy 
burdene of rulership of the vast Pritish em- 
pire, could not do so without the consent of 
both houses of parliament. 

It is possibly this consideration that has 
led a number of monarchs to abstain from 
putting into execution the projects of abdica- 
tion with which they were credited. Then, 
too, there is a Sense of duty to one’s country, 
one’s people, and one’s dynasty, which acts 
as a deterrent to abdication. Otherwise it 
is: probable that we should find not one but 
peveral names on the list of those who are 
tired of the weight of the crown and wearied 
of the throne, and that it would include Oscar 
of Sweden, Nicholas of Rusela, Charles of 
Roumania, Francie Joseph of Austria, the 
grand duke of Baden, and particularly King 
George, who is reputed on good authority to 
be heartily sick of Greece and of the Greeks.

Since we can imagine such a result of the prolonged play of forces 
in Mars, similar to those at work ia our own earth, and even obtain 
some slight confirmation of the supposition, may we not indulge in the 
surmise that some such future is in store for man that he may. be able 
hereafter to deal with great planetary factors to his own advantage, 
and not only draw heat from the bowels of the earth for such purposes 
as are within his scope but even so as to regulate at some distant day 
the climates of the earth’s surface and a winds and the rain, which 
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seem now 1 beyond his control and almost meats his power to 
forecast from day to day. 

The mind of man obviously is the one and all-powerful instrument 
with which he has contended and is destined hereafter to eontend 
against extra human nature.

PLAN AN AUTOMATIC SYSTEM. 


| cadres Chi¢ago Is Sought; Bank 
Statement Is Encouraging. 


Conferences will take place this week in 
New York between representatives of the 
Chicago and Western Telephone company 
and the new interests in control of the Chi- 
cago Subway company. The Chicago and 
Western Telephone company has entered inte 
an agreement with the Chicago Subway oom- 
pany for the privilege of operating the tele- 
phone department of the franchise of the 
Illinois Tunnel company, which latter con- 
cern is owned by the Chicago Subway com- 


a the exception of an appearance or 
two before the council committee in the time 
of the Dunne administration the representa- 
tives of the Illinois Tunnel company's tele- 
phone franchise have taken no public inter- 
est in the matter of a franchise as related 
to the Chicago Telephone company. The II- 
linois Tunnel company’s franchise for a tele- 
phone system runs thirty years from 1889 
and the automatic instrument is used. The 
company has only seven or eight thousand 
telephones installed, and, in consequence, 
little or nothing is heard of the system. But 
it has a franchise which will run several 
years longer than a twenty year grant to the 
Chicago Telephone company. And while the 
latter will charge $125 a year for a business 
telephone, the IIlinolis Tunnel company can 
chargé but $85 for a business telephone, al- 
though it is allowed to charge $125 per an- 
num for a telephone when used by the gen- 
eral public for pay. Between the charge for 
the automatic instrument and the Chicago 
Telephone instrument, for a business firm, 
there is a difference of $40 per annum. 


New Control of Company. 

The Illinois Tunnel company has, through 
the Chicago Subway company, come under 
the active control of J. Qgden Armour and 
E. H. Harriman. Mr. Armour figures as one 
of the largest, if not the largest, individual 
stockholder in the Chicago Bubway company. 
It is now expected that he and Mr. Harri- 
man will see fiat their telephone franchise, 
which has yet twenty-two years to run, will 
be made a factor in the local telephone sit- 
uation. 

The Atlantic Telephone company, which 
proposes to use the automatic telephone, the 
same as the one which is being installed in 
Chicago;-is seeking a franchise in New York 
City. Its request has been favorably acted 
upon by a committee of aldermen and the 
matter now rests with that recommendation. 
Eventually the Atlantic company proposes 


to install 400,000 instruments in the various 


boroughs comprising New York City. The 
number of Chicago Telephone instruments in 
Chicago is around 140,000. 

Some stories have been in circulation to the 
effect that the Illinois Tunnel company has 
sold out its franchise to the Chicago Tele- 
phone company. This view obtaing in the 
city hall and is given as the reason for lack 
of activity on the part of the Illinois Tunnel 
company in installing new instruments.

Given a Double Increase. 
It is said property along Clark street has 
m given a double increase in value in 

many cases, extending as far south as Van 
Buren street. Thus one holding between 
Jackeon boulevard and Van/Buren street, 
which under the previous assessment was 
given a value of $55,600, is under the new as- 
sessment marked up to $112,080. This in- 
crease certainly, is open to criticism, for the 
reason that property south of Jackson on 
Clark has not appreciated Hke that north to, 
Madison street.

Property on La Salle street, Dearborn,

Naturally property owners object to hav- 
ing their holdings marked up 100 per cent 
in four years for purposes of taxation, but 
some of this property, judged by Its earning 
capacity, and particularly the asking value 
placed upon it, is suffering no great injury in 
having this increase marked up against it, al- 
though it must be admitted that 100 per cent 
seems like a pretty strong advance. 


Complaints of the Owners. 


In the complaints of the property owners 
the interesting point is made by some of 
them that the assessors admit having ac- 
cepted some of the notable ground leases 
as criterions in reaching values in the dis- 
trict. Just to what extent this was done is 
not known, but it is hard to believe that such 
a lease as the Steger lease, for instance, at 
the corner of Wabash avenue and Jackson 
boulevard, which is at the rate of 4 per cent 
on a value of $30,000 a front foot and about 
$270 a square foot, was given any considera- 
tion in this connection. 

There are other leases also, such as the 
Netcher lease of the Pardridge property on 
State street, the lease of the Hamill prop- 
erty at State and Quincy, the lease by the 
University club of the property at Monroe 
and Michigan avenue, admitted almost uni- 
versally to be far above the market, which 
should have been handled most gingerly by 
the assessors. «

But what boots it to reflect 
that my motives have been good when I gaze upon 
the wreckage of my own life and find therein the 
hopelessly shattered’ happiness, here and here- 
after, of her whom I ‘love better than my own 
soul? What good can it do me in that world to 
which the dissolving forces of my own humanity 
are rapidly bearing me to refiect that I meant 
well, when the same reflection must convince me 
that I did most hellishly! « . 

O, I could curse, if cursing were not madness, 
until all the devils of the pit would stand aghast 
at the depth of malediction I could reach. But I 
must confine myself to the narrative of my folly 
which it is my purpose to leave behind to speak 
for me when my tongue shall forever be stilled 
and my facultics chained in that eternal. silence 
which now is their kindest refuge. . 

I am a physician by inherited tende ey. 

My family for four generations in the direct 
line have been physicians, and my earliest ambi- 
tions were linked with the manipulation of scalpel 
and splints. 

Immediately upon completing the high school 
course in Chicago, my native city, I entered upon 
the study of medicine. The medical course then 
was three years,and it was during the last year 
that I became infatuated with the study of 
pathology, which since has claimed 80 large a 
share of my time and labor.

Upon the advice of my preceptors, I arranged 


for a course of special study along pathological 


lines with Dr. Julius Van-Whorter, in his day the 
most eminent pathologist of Chicago; and in his 
home I met, d petted, his motherless little 
daughter, Edith.

rhs child was thén 10 years old, and painfully 
reticent. It was months after I bécame an inti- 
mate of the Van Whorter house that I learn 
the reason.

Pity for the child, possibly, moved me to make 
a chum of her—as far as her shyness permitted;

When my professional degree was earned I left 
at once for Berlin, where I spent the next eight 
years in a special course of study and investiga- 
tion. Those years marked the dividing line be- 
tween the frivolity of the boy and the deep, the 
awful earnestness of the man. For I have been 
earnest in my devotion to the cause of science— 
all too earnest for the well being of my best be- 
loved. Peccavi, O me miserum! 

During those years I had forgotten my little 
chum, and had become known to the medical pro- 


fession by reason of some original researches” 


along the line pursued by Pasteur, and later by 


‘Metchnikoff, into the effects of certain serums 
upon the human organism. I was called, and 


gladly accepted the call, to the position of head 
surgeon in the hospital of the city prison of 
my native. town. : 

Soon after assuming my duties in this position 
I again met the little chum of my boyhood days, 
now grown into a wonderfully beautiful woman. 
I need not dwell upon it. I grew to love her with 
an intensity that was matched by her devotion 
to myself. We married, and for more than a year 
enjoyed a home life that was idyllic. Ah, me! 
we were too happy—it was not to last. 

I come now to the darkest chapter of my 
life—the spot where the stain of professional 
dishonor blots the otherwise unsullied page of 
my professional career. I am not fatalist enough 
to believe that my unhappiness is heaven's judg- 
ment upon my sometime unscrupulousness in the 
treatment of convict patients; but if I never, 
even in that far, had trespassed upon profes- 
sional ethics—perhaps— 

But it is too late to speculate about lost pos- 
sibilities. The fact remains that I did this thing 
— did it time after time. It was the only way 
that my serums could be prepared. And if the 
surreptitious and unnecessary removal of some 
ounces of brain matter from the fractured skulls 
of certain unfortunate convicts left them erratic 
after recovery—and even though one of the 
failed utterly of recovery—I feel that I can jus 
tify my conduct upon the ground that medical 
science was advanced thereby, and that the suf- 
ferer was only a moral and social pariah, from 
whom society could receive so great benefit, 
probably, in no other way under heaven. 

My experiments were directed toward the 
restoration of atrophied brain tissue. 

The modus operandi was extremely simple. 
Metchnikoff, Bolovonsky, and others, following 
out the suggestions of Pasteur, successfully had 
treated anemia with a serum prepared from the 
blood of a horse previously injected with human 
blood cells. The serum so prepare stimulates 
the action of the blood cells, multiplication of 
the red corpuscles follows, and the patient soon 
becomes full blooded. 

By analogy, I reasoned, the brain cells of a 
man who is cerebrally poor may be stimulated 
to unwonted reproductive activity by injecting 
into the veins of the patient a serum prepared 
from the blood of a horse which previously had 
been injected with an emulsion of human brain 
cells. 

And I proved that my reasoning was correct! 

And then I became more ambitious. If the 
mentality of a cerebrally poor patient equld be 
so stimulated by this means, why could not that 
of the mentally strong likewise be increased? 

Day and night I labored over the problem, 
employing the usual collateral experiments for 
the purpose of enabling myself to arrive at a 
safe conclusion before beginning the actual ex- 
perimentation upon human subjects. 

And here it was that I arrived at a seemingly 
insuperable obstacle. 

I was forced, as advanced scientific thinkers 
always have been forced, to keep my own coun- 


sel strictly in most matters pertaining to my à Whole column of figures and write their sum 
just as you or I would glance at a line of print 


theories and experiments. There is a degree of 
professional jealousy extant among medical prac- 
titioners Which lamentably retards the develop- 
ment of scientific knowledge, and I was compelled 
to hide most sedulously from my fellow physi- 
cians my cherished theories regarding cerebral 
stimulation, and to guard jealously the experi- 
ments connected with them. It was not that I 
feared that others might seek to appropriate 
the credit of my ‘successes, but I knew that I 
had nothing-to dread so much as the active op- 
position With which an untimely revelation of 
my plans would confront me. Hence it is easy 
to see it was practcally impossible for me to 
obtain a patient upon whom I could experiment 
with my serum who would answer the require- 


ments essential to my success. 


These requirements were threefold: First, a 
sound mind in a sound body on the part of the 
patient; second, a willingness to submit to the 
necessary operation; third, such environment on 
the part of the patient as would enable me to 
make accurate “and consecutive records of his 
daily progress for weeks “ollowing the opera- 
tion.

I grew moody and distraught in the face of 
the apparently insurmountable barrier. My wife 


Then 
she came to me and with simple directness in- 
sisted upon sharing the knowledge of my trouble. 

I cannot, even now, decide whether I did 
wrong in yielding. For a time I made light of 
her insistence, but I am conscious this minute

I am able now to prevent the beating of my own 
heart. I took her in my arms and told her all. 

Once, years ago, I stood upon a narrow ledge 
half way down the grand cafion of the Colorado, 
and watched the sunrise flush the depths with 
golden glory.

After winning 
about seven. s straight they decided that 
they. would. do better to switch to the other 
side. A lawyer’who had been making money 
on their tips agreéd to back them as book- 
makers. He put up $8,000, all the cash that 
he “had. “They went ont to Belmont park 
and put up 28 à day for the privilege of 
making a book. 

On the first day of their bookmaking ex- 
perience’ they figured out that Go Between 
would not win the third race. They laid 
their odds accordingly, the lawyer taking 
in the money. When the two boys finally 
awoke to the fact that bets were'coming.in 
rapidly they already had $5,000 or more out 
in tickets. After the race had started the 
two young fellows went out near the fence 
to see the finish, leaving the lawyer weaving 
fancy dreams of the money he was going to 
win. 


In telling 4 it later one of the young fel- 
lows said: ‘“ When I saw Go Between stick 
his. nose out in front I hid behind a post.

Victim of the Crooked Race. 

The bookmaker-has his upsets as well as the 
outsider. Furthermore, he is the victim of 
crooked racing, perhaps even eftener than 
the general public.’ It any one wants to frame 
up a crooked race he genérally tries to beat 
the bookies. Suppose you owned a fast horse 
and wanted to make a barrel without regard 
for the moral issues. The first thing you 
would do would be to have the horse pulled; 
laid’ back not once, but several times, until 
the odds were right, or, in other words, unt! 
you could stick the’bookies. Then you would 
turn the horse loose. But before you did that, 
what would you do? Tou wouldn't go to the 
bookmaker and say,“ What will you givé me 
if 1 tel you my horte is gure tö wm?“ No, 
you would pass the tip around among your 
friends and they would all stick the bookies. 

The bookmaker’g life is not ll a bed-of 
roses. ‘The public, even the racing men, re- 
gard him as legitimate prey. Perhaps they 
don't exactly hate him; he fs too much ofa 
necessity; but they enjoy getting ahead of 
him, and enjoy seeing others get ahead of 
him, just as we all enjoy seeing a man beat 
arailroad: The bookmaker, like the rallroad.

To this end he 
should frame a good, convincing selling talk 
and present it to the employer as forcibly as 
possible—then hammer it home—and a little 
bit more. If the man really is worth more to 
him, the employer will gladly raise his éelary,’ 
givitig him what his labor is worth. 

“A frank, honest, open, wholesome 
statement of fact is all that is needed to con- 
vince the employer of the,employé’s worth. 
Under no circumstances should there be an 
indulgence in deceit, chicanery ,or suave bick- 
ering when asking for an increase of wage, 
but a strict adherence to the admonitions of 
the Golden Rule principles. If a man ap- 
proaches an employer in this manner, first 
feeling sure that he is worth what he seeks, 
he needs have no fear of not getting what he 
desires. It is a pleasure for the employer to 
raise the wages of such an emplcyé. 

“Men are subject to varying moods. The 
salesman‘on the road finds this out and plane 
his sale accordingly. Zo, too, with the man 
desiring a raise in salary, he should ask for 
this raise when his employer is in a good 
mood. Ten to one, if conditions heretofore 
pointed out are true, he will get the raise,

small sizes in stiff hats as within the last 
year. Where in former years the jobber and 
retailer elways got stuck on 6% hats 
(the smallest regular man's size), thie year 
exactly the opposite held true. From all di- 
rections came orders for 6% and 6% hate, and

Big Supply of Girls, 

Troy is rather a peculiar city in some respects.

Women Tramps in Chicago. 
Homeless Women, Many of Them Wanderers from Choice, 
Are Increasingly Numerous, and Travel from Police 


Station to Police Station 


OMEN tramps are becoming numerous in 
Chicago. Nearly every night the desk 
sergeants in the various police stations 
are called upon by feminine wanderers 
for a night’s lodging, and at some of the 
stations, notably those on Harrison and 
Maxwell streets, hardly a night or day 
passes without a visit from one or more 
of these homeless women. 

The woman tramp seldom allows herself to be 
seen on the streets during the day. Unlike her 
brothers in the calling, she is not permitted to loaf 
around the cheap saloons between begging eéxcur- 
sions, and for that reason not much is known about 
her. Occasionally she is arrested on a charge of in- 
toxication or some minor complaint and then, at her 
hearing in the courts, the police learn that she is a 
tramp and that she has no visible means of support. 


Some of the women who make a business of 
tramping impose largely on the Salvation army and 
the Volunteers of America. Denied the privilege of 
loafing about saloons, they go to the various head- 
quarters of the “Sal” and “Vols,” as these organiza- 
tions are known to the underworld, and there they 
make a pretense of wanting to work. ‘While the 
army Officers are seeking employment for them they 
put in their time at light werk about the headquar- 
ters, and once in a while they confess that the germ 
of religious enthusiasm has taken hold of them. After 
this they attend the street meetings, which gives 
them the right to wear the army uniform. This, they 
have learned from experience, is a big asset when 
they resume their private begging expeditions.

Travel from Station to Station. 


To nearly every police station in the city there is 
attached a character known as the station tramp. 
In some instances she is a woman, and these women 
tell so many and plausible stories concerning their 
origin that nobody knows where they come from or 
what they do for a living when they are not at the 
station. In the winter, especially, these women fre- 
quent the police stations in the hope of securing a 
night’s lodging or a bite to eat. Some of them have 
been detected making the rounds of the stations, 
stopping at one place one night and moving on to 
another station the next. As there are more than 
forty stations in the city, it is easily possible for

IVE of the greatest powers of the Congo 
region of Africa are locked in a strong 
box in a Chicago household. Spirits of 
terrible power for good or evil have in- 
habited them. They have driven off pes- 
tilence, solved mysteries, brought evil 
upon enemies, and avenged murders. 

These five mysterious forces, after 
being the center of bloodshed, cannibalism, sacrifices, 
rejoicings, feastings, and religious ceremonies, after 
gazing unmoved upon wonderful rites and devotions, 
are packed in a strong box and locked. 


** * 
Abodes of Congo’s Greatest Spirits. 

They are five of the most powerful fetishes of the 
Congo. As long as no spirits come to inhabit them 
they are safe, but once a spirit comes—well, only those 
who have pierced the heart of Africa and watched the 
Congo negroes, or lived with them, can understand. 
Njambi, the all father, may know. Every negro in cen- 
tral Africa would shiver with dread or shout with glad- 
ness over them, but white people cannot understand. 
White people call them gods, or idols, and even the 
owners refer to them as Congo idols—although there 
is no such thing as an idol among the African negroes. 
They are not worshiped. It is the spirit that comes 
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These images, that resemble nothing on earth, are 
perhaps the oddest trophies ever collected by man, and 
nothing in the wildest fiction can approach the story 
attached to them. Even white people who do not be- 
lieve that the spirits of the dead can come and mani- 
fest themselves in pieces of wood, chunks of bone, the 
great toe of one’s ancestor, a piece of wood carved and 
painted, or such things must admit when they have 
heard the story of these five strange things that they 
cannot explain. 325 

The five things—whether gods, or idols, or spirit 
abodes, or fetishes—now are the property of Mr. Calvin 
S. Smith, who lives with his family at 3982 Lake ave- 
nue, and is in the insurar-- business in the Tacoma 
building. He keeps the idols at home and declares they 
are harmless, innocent pieces of wood and other ma- 
terials. Mr. Smith is an enthusiastic ,motorist. Only 
recently he returned from a 6,000 mite auto trip 
through southern Europe, especially in Spain. A year 
ago he took an auto trip through the British West 
Indies and South America, shipping his auto by yacht 
from island to island, and exploring them, reaching 
points never before touched by an auto, and places 
where the smell of gasoline was unknown. It was dur- 
ing that remarkable automobile trip that he came into 
possession of the i 8.

Found by Chicago Auto Tourist. 

He was in Jamaica and spent several weeks run- 
ning around the island, making his headquarters mainly 
at Kingston, and there he met and became well ac- 
quainted with Maj. Brock, an ex-officer of the British 
army. It happened that Maj. Brock mentioned the fact 
that for three years he was stationed in British East 
Africa and the talk finally drifted to the native of the 
Congo, their habits, etc., and the major. mentioned the 
fact that he had five extremely rare images used by 
the Congo natives in their religious and sacrifical rites. 

He admitted laughingly that his wife was afraid of 
them, that she refused to have them in the house, and 
that at the time they were hid under the house. Mr. 
Smith, who is a collector of curios for his own amuse- 
ment, immediately offered to purchase the lot. The 
offer made the major serious. He explained that these 
images must not be sold, that none ever had been sold. 
and that it would bring bad luck to the seller. Natural- 
ly Mr. Smith laughed, but the major was serious.

Perilous to Buy or Sell Them. 
„There never has been a case of one of these idols 
being sold,” he urged. “The tribes part with them only 
when they are stolen or captured during a war, and 


‘then they will fight desperately to recapture them, fear- 


ing that the spirits that they suppose inhabit them will 
be insulted and revenge themselves. If the images are 
destroyed the natives do not care, but they must not 
fall into other hands.” 

“How did you get them?” asked Mr. Smith. 

“It took three expeditfons,” said Maj. Brock. “TI 
tried at first to purchase some of the images, but the 
tribes were insulted and offered sacrifices and charms 
to appease the spiriis for the insult. Three of them I 
secured by stealth. The other one was the cause of a 
desperate war. It was stolen by one tribe of the Bantu 
from another, and a desperate war resulted, British 
troops being called to end the trouble. Finally that 
image fell into the hands of a missionary. Whether the 
evil spirits that inhabited it brought ill luck or not I 
don’t know. The missionary and his wife both died 
suddenly. The image was shunned by the natives and 


I picked it up.”

Christianized Natives Fear Their Power. 

One of the strangest things regarding the images 
was the attitude of the negroes of Jamaica who saw 
them towards them. Jamaica negroes, Christianized, 
practically all members of the Church of England, have 
lived for generations in Jamaica and all idea of their 
African superstitions appears to have been eradicated, 
yet some of the “ voodoo” negroes who saw the images 
scemed to fear them and to understand what they were. 
Although the images remained under Maj. Brock’s house 
for months, they never were molested. The great mass

shown by white people. The however, 
feared 3 and said they were inhabited by Nkinda, 
the spirits of common people, possibly good, probably 
bad. One they held in special awe for it is composed 
of the wood of the cieba tree, the silk cotton tree, which 
is one of the links between the fetishism of African .1e 


groes and those in America.

One from Tree of Spirits of the Dead. 
The negroes of the Congo region hold the cieba tree 
in greatest fear, believing that the spirits of 


inhabit it and they make fetishes of the wood. When 


th negroes were brought as slaves from Africa to Ja- 
sea eed Bowed the island covered with the cieba tree 
they believed it a choice spirit abode, and that supersti- 


tion. 


tion has been handed down from generation .to genera- 


One of the idols now in possession of Mr. Smith, al- 
though he has not been able to trace it, undoubtedly 
came from the Ovimbunda tribe, if the descriptions of 
writers on fetish worship in Africa are to be believed. 
This is the strangely painted idol of wood which ap- 
proaches the human form and is grotesquely daubed 
with paint. The Ovimbunda show more skill in repro- 
ducing the human form than any of the other equatorial 
races and have knowledge of mixing and applying min- 
eral paints. 

The odd part of this figure—and most of the others 
—is that any kind ef spirit may inhabit it. It is the 
mere temporary abode of passing spirits. One day it 
may contain an evil spirit that will bring death, or 
famine, or pestilence, and the next day it may be the 
home of a good spirit. It is something like the flat 
below— you never can tell whether it contains good or 
bad neighbors—until something happens.

Records as Wholesale Dealers of Woe. 


The squatting idol is the one alleged to have caused 
the woe to the missionary’ He evidently has been in 
tough luck, for it seems that all his tenants have been 
bad. Probably like some flat buildings, he got the repu- 
tation of harboring evil spirits and they all flocked in. 
Anyhow he is a fearsome piece of property. 

The “ What is it” is meant for an animal. Most of 

the tribes of the Bantu and Bangwesi especially have 
special animals for their own. They do not worship 
them, but each tribe has an animal that is semi-sacred, 
and each member of the tribe, when born, ig given an- 
other animal as his trademark, as it were. The tribe 
cannot eat of its semi-sacred animal and no member can 
partake of the flesh of his animal. This tribe evidently 
chose something that nobody would want to eat. 
Imagine the tough luck of some fellow whose animal is 
the lamb, or the pig, and think how lucky a man is 
to draw a skunk. 
The mask is one of the common forms, used in all 
the tribes. It is used especially by the Uganga—or 
medicine man, or priest, or doctor—he is a combination 
of the three. Its especial use is to ferret out crimes 
and criminals, and place the blame for death.

Jury for African Native Trials. 
There is no such thing as a natural death among 
the natives of Africa. Either.a man is murdered, 
killed in battle, or killed by spirits. The job is to 


place the blame. After a person dies and has not been 


murdered or killed in battle, the medicine man exam- 
ines his interior carefully, holding a post mortem. to

discover what kind of spirit killed him. After that 
the medicine man dons the mask, smeared with certain 
portions of the interior of the HAte lamented, and 
decorated with ten penny nails, finger bones of ances- 
tors, horns filled with fingers, toes, etc., and proceeds 
to find out who is to blame. When he decides who is 
the person responsible for the visitation of the spirit 
upon the departed, that person must undergo a test 
of poison. If the poison does not kill him he is inno- 
cent.

Only Idols Known With Authentic History. 


All the images in the possession of Mr. Smith have 
cup shaped bottoms. They were hollowed this way in 
order to make them fit on the heads of the Ugonga 
Where they came from, whether from the Balimba, 
Balanga, Benga, Orungu, Bangwe, Mpongwe, Ovim- 
bunbu, or other tribe, no one knows. 

Nevertheless they are extremely rare, perhaps the 
only ones in America with authentic histories, and 
they are distinguished personages. Possibly some of 
them only have been the habitats of the spirits of 
Nkinda, the common folks, but some of them may have 
been inhabited by spirits of the Ombwiri, the kings and 
distinguished citizens, or even by the Olaga, or the 
higher spirits. 

Mr. Smith is not. superstitious. He doesn’t believe 
that the spirits are likely to visit their old homes 
but he wouldn’t sell any of the images just the same. 
Maybe that is because they are so rare.

VER 20,000 little iris in Chicago have

Camera Man Excites No Suspicion. 


The man with the camera is everywhere now. He 
may be an annoyance, but he excites no particular sus- 
picion. He can hau the criminal courts, the police 
stations, or even detective headquarters at the city 
hall, until he learns all the detectives by name and 
sight. Obviously the criminal cannot do this. He 
keeps as far away from the law as possible. 

When the snapshotter has located the detective he 
watches his opportunity to take a photograph. Then he 
maketz as many prints from the negative as he can find 
a market for. 

It is said that for a dollar the Chicago pickpocket, 
if he knows where to go, can buy a photograph of 
Detective John Shea, James Duffy, or any or all of the 
smart Chicago officers who make a business of guard- 
ing the public pockets from criminal raiders. The 
camera fiend who supplies these pictures does not call 
himself a criminal and perhaps does not consort with 
criminals. If questioned he would profess not to know 
why his customers were collecting photographs of the 
various detectives. 

It is said the custom of snapshotting the detectives 
originated two years ago in London, when a high class 
criminal hired an amateur photographer to take snap- 
shots of some Scotland Yards men who were looking for 
this particular criminal. By knowing them he was Able 
to avoid them. Then the custom spread to New York. 
It was discovered there first when a notorious counter- 
feiter was arrested.and a search of his trunks revealed 
a remarkable collection of photographs of government 
detectives who devote their time to the search for 
counterfeiters. Not only did the criminal have the 


pictures of the government secret agents but he had 
their descriptions and carefully tabulated accounts of 
their habits. Even the men who arrested him found 
themselves catalogued in this amazing “ rogue catchers’ 
gallery.” 

When questioned by the officers who arrested him, 
the man frankly confessed that he had bought the. 
photographs and obtained the information from a man 
whose name he would not reveal. His own name and 
picture was in the rogues’ gallery. The secret service 
men knew him and constantly were on the watch for 
him, knowing that sooner or later he would be uttering 
or making counterfeits.

Kaw Valley Crop Nearly In. 

Lawrence, Kas., July 27.—[Special.]—Prac- 
tically a full crop has been harvested of every 
product raised in the Kaw valley neighbor- 
| hood, of which Lawrence is the center. The 
wheat yield almost was up to the average, 
the acreage was as good as it usually is, the 
berry was better than ordinarily, and the 
prices exceeded those at this period of most 
years. The potato crop has been unusually 
good and has brought a comparatively high 
price. Rye and oats are little raised, and 
corn is not far enough along to get any ac- 
curate idea of the success of the crop. 

There is still a great demand for labor in 
the potato fields, where expert pickers earn 
as much as $4a day. This demand, however, 
will be short lived and is amply supplied by 
laborers from nearby towns and Kansas 
City. There has been no call for field hands 
that has not been supplied. Few strangers 


were utilized. Only 8,000 acres in this county 
were sown to wheat, the farmers here be- 
lieving it more profitable to raise corn, al- 
falfa, and hay. The crop this year. yielded 
from twenty-five to forty bushels to the acre, 
No trouble is experienced in car shortege. 


Emporia Ahead of Time. 
Emporie, Kas, July 27.—[8pecial.]—The 
wheat crop in this vicinity has been harvested 
without any difficulty in obtaining help. Two

Guthrie, Okla., July 27.—{Special.}]—With 
practically no rush for field hands, Oklahoma

In the plasa, just east of the whiz, is a low, 
broad canvas structure, and in it is to be 
found Miss Annette Kellerman, the water 
nymph, who has been termed by the London 
newspapers as the greatest woman swimmer 
in the world. Miss Kellerman certainly 
comes nearer to being the reincarnated 
daughter of Neptune than any woman who 
ever dove from a spring board. Her achieve- 
ments in the water are known the world over. 
Mise Kellerman made her first public records 
as a ewimmer in Australia, her native land. 
She is an ideal swimmer. She never seems ta 
battle with the water like the majority of 
swimmers, but glides through it as easily as 
an eel. Her diving is no less remarkable 
than her swimming. 

Miss Kellerman is the first and only woman 
who ever attempted to swim the choppy, 
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treacherous English channel. She swam 
eleven miles in the channel, and undoubtedly 
would have succeeded in carrying out her un- 
dertaking except for an attack of sea sick- 
ness. On this occasion Miss Kellerman swam 
five miles in one nour fifty-four minutes and 
twenty-eight and one-half seconds. None
